CHINA S ARMY SYSTEM. 
pScaests Cove 
PHYSICAL STRENGTH THE PRINCIPAL QUALIFI+ 
CATION To BECOME OFTICRRE. 


A look at the methods ‘by which China ap- 

volnts the officers who commind her armies and 
flects lays bare the secret of her defeat. Com- 
peittive examinations are the only gateways to ” 
military rank in China, and, atrange as it seems 
to the Western mind, It Is the. fact that Chinese 
clvit officers, who know nothing about the prac- 
lice of arma, are deemed entirely competent to 
superintend her military examinations, It seems 
just ap atrange, too, thatin a land where the use 
of gunpowder has been known for centuries ne 
-tkillin the employment of guns and cannons 
should be reqalred ‘in candidates for milltary 
rank, Skill tn. archery and sheer mascular 
strength are deemed of more Importance than 
any other attainment relating to war. 

Those who desire to compete for the first Chi- 
nese milltary degree must fist pags the pre- 
scribed Ilterary examinatlon, and then present 
themselven before the magistrate of their district. 
That funcdonary holds ‘three examinations for 
tillltary candtdates, At the first he tests ‘them 
1m the practice of archery on foot, They are 
made to shoot at a mark, each one shooting 
three arrows, At the second examination they 
are exercleed fo the practice of archery on horee. 
back, Again they are made to shoot: three 
arrows each ata mark, but while the borse le 
running. ae 

At the third examinatlen they are all exercised 
with large swords, heavy stones and stiff bows, 
There are three kinds of swords which they ave 
required fo brandish, The first welghs roo 
pounds, tHe second 120 pounds and the third 
18a pounds, The stones are also of three differ- 
ent size¥, one welghing too pounds, another 
tao and a third ifo pounds, These the 
are required to-handle so as to- test thelr 


| Niting and throwing power. The bows they ara 


exerclsed in bending atealso of three different 
degrees of stlffness, A restating power of tco 
pounds has to be overcome to bend the sinallest ¢ 
of 120 pounds to bend the next size, and of 160 
pounds to bend the largest. 

It{s probable that the strength necessary to 
bend the bows, handle the stones and brandish | 
the swords Ip ‘considerably less, In fact, than is 
indicated by these fivures, but, fn theory, at 
least, ‘these ere the Chincre tests of milltary ” 
capacity, No. :chery texts are made atthe third 
txamination, but there are more trials of strenpth 
with the bow, the blz swordsand the heavy 
stones, each man belng tested by himself, 

The nanscs ofthe competitors who do not fall 
entlrely or come below the lowest standard of 
merlt allowable, or violate same of the wells:

session, It ls customary for the IIterary chane 
cellor to graduate the one who heads the list 
at the end of the third examination, A Hat 
of campetiters Is made out by the district 
magistrate atthe close of bis setstone for the 
Nterary chancellor toexanine.

They have no regular 
salary while in this pealiton, but after following 
the Governor for three years they are legally 
entitled to employment by the Government as 
wuilltasy officers of the rank and title of chill 
arch; or colonel. : :
